TWO gold bracelets have been 
unearthed after being left unseen 
for some 2,700 years. 

They are among 10,000 finds discovered by 
volunteers and experts on the East Kent 
Access site to the north of Sandwich on 
Ramsgate Road - the biggest archaeological 
excavation in the country this year. 

The dig has revealed a huge amount about 
how people were living from earliest times. 

The remains of prehistoric burial monu¬ 
ments, Iron Age enclosures and a village that 
would have watched the Roman invasion, 
Saxon cemeteries, tracks and the remains of a 
shellfish-processing site are among the 
remarkable discoveries to have been made by 
the archaeologists. 

The late Bronze Age bracelets, which date 
from about 700 BC - were lying on top of a pile 
of earth dug from a trench. Kent County 
Council principal archaeological officer Simon 
Mason found them on a site visit. 

Mr Mason said: “It was incredible - a really 
exciting find. I couldn’t believe it when I saw 
them. It’s the first time I have found gold in 20 
or 30 years as an archaeologist. 

“They looked too good to be real. I picked 
them up and took them over to my colleagues 
and said What do you make of these?’. 

“They were quite tarnished to start with. 
When we washed them and cleaned them we 
realised they were something special.” 

It is thought they were children’s bracelets 
that may have been a worship offering, placed 
near to water. They were found together, one 
pushed inside the other.

'Community should run port' 



DAME Vera Lynn says she would 
support a scheme for local residents 
to buy the Port of Dover if it were to 
be privatised.

DHB privatisation 
plans 'against the 
national interest', 
says leading union 


A WAR of words has erupt¬ 
ed between Dover Harbour 
Board and the Unite union 
over the potential privati¬ 
sation of the port, writes 
Mathew Beech. 

The trade union has accused 
DHB’s proposal of being detrimental 
to the UK’s transport and economic 
interests. The warning came as the 
consultation period on the privatisa¬ 
tion of the port closed. 

There are fears that a positive 
response could spark a quick-fire sale. 

In a statement on the Unite web¬ 
site, the union claims it has the back¬ 
ing of the ferry operators, while two 
of the ferry companies are said to 
have sent official letters of complaint 
to the Department for Transport. 

Revolution 

On the website, the union says: 
“Despite the clear pressure on ferry 
companies at the port, the Port 
Authority wants a sale, claiming trust 
status limits its room to raise capital. 

“The proposed privatisation 
scheme would unleash the biggest 
revolution in the corporate structure 
of the highly-profitable publicly- 
owned port in more than 400 years, 
since James I provided the October 
1606 charter under which the trust 
port now operates. 

“The latest published accounts 
(2008) show that profits of around 
£25 million were made on revenues 
of around £61 million.” 

The union also claims that remov¬ 
ing the trust status would lead to 
falling labour standards, lower wages 
and training for young people in the 
local community being scrapped. 

Julia Long, Unite national officer 
for the docks and ferries sector, said: 
“The proposed privatisation of Dover 


is against the national interest. It is a 
disastrous idea and should proceed 
no further. 

“The UK is an island nation. We 
need a first-class sea port like Dover 
to be in public hands. 

“There is simply too much at stake 
to leave the running of this vital link 
to Europe in the hands of those who 
will milk this national treasure for 
profits at the expense of the travel¬ 
ling public and British commerce.” 

The DHB reacted by pointing out 
what it believes are flaws in Unison’s 
argument. 

In a counter-statement, DHB said 
Unison had “failed to grasp the 
rationale and driving force behind 
the Port of Dover’s voluntary privati¬ 
sation scheme”. 

DHB claims its proposal will be 
beneficial for both Dover and the UK 
by allowing new investment and im¬ 
provements to be made to the port. 

Without the removal of trust 
status, DHB claims that develop¬ 
ments to cope with the forecasted 
increase in traffic over the next 30 
years would not materialise, causing 
“unsustainable congestion and a 
wholly inefficient port”. 

Opportunity 

The statement then points out that 
DHB’s plan would create the Port of 
Dover Community Trust, which 
would have an initial £10 million to 
spend on boosting the area and aid¬ 
ing regeneration. 

DHB added: “Unite’s statement 
fails to recognise that the Port of 
Dover’s scheme is a unique opportu¬ 
nity to expand the business, create 
jobs and prosperity, unite the port 
with its community and secure the 
long-term future of a key national 
asset that will need to expand and 
grow if it is to remain the jewel in 
the crown everyone wishes it to be.”

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Cuts in schools funding 
'will hit local economy' 


Axing building scheme 'likely to 
harm traders as well as pupils' 


GOVERNMENT cutbacks will hit 
Deal and Sandwich schools badly, 
according to leading local Labour 
politicians. 

As pupils return to school, Gordon Cowan, 
the Labour leader of the opposition on Dover 
District Council, slammed as “disgraceful” 
and “damaging” the decision by the coalition 
government to axe the Building Schools For 
The Future programme.

Building Schools For The Future was an ini¬ 
tiative of the Labour government and would 
have seen a total of £1.8 billion invested in 
secondary schools throughout Kent. 

The axing of the scheme is estimated to 
mean the loss of some £60 million of school¬ 
building investment in Dover district. 

Mike Eddy, Labour’s deputy leader in Dover, 
said: “Local teachers, governors and students 
have all put in hours and hours of work on 
preparing to get the district’s schools rebuilt or 
refurbished. 

“Overnight that work has been binned by 
the current government. This district has lost 
millions in investment, not just in school 
buildings for future generations but also for 
the local economy.

There have already been two National 
Gardens Scheme open days at the gar¬ 
dens - which have been restored to then- 
former glory at a cost of more than 
£2 million - and a third is scheduled to 
take place on Saturday, October 9. 

Proceeds from the gate on all three 
days go to the National Gardens Scheme 
nursing and caring charities, which 
include Marie Curie Cancer Care and 
Macmillan Cancer Support. 

The Secret Gardens of Sandwich have 
proved a popular attraction this year, 
with more than 25,000 visitors already, 
coming from all over Europe. 

Millions of pounds have been ploughed 
into the gardens, which consist of bor¬ 
ders, meadows and woodland. 

Vandalism fuels

THE latest crime figures for Sandwich 
show a 21 per cent increase over the 
numbers for the corresponding time last 
year. 

This is in part due to damage caused to 
allotments near the town’s tennis courts, 
and these are now being monitored by 
police patrols. 

KCC highways officials have also been 
in the town following reports that vehi¬ 
cles are parking close to the junction of 
St Barts Road and the entrance to 
Sandwich Industrial Estate.

Finds to shed 
new light on 
Kent's history

There is evidence of a Bronze Age 
settlement on the find site, and five 
hoards of bronze objects of a simi¬ 
lar age to the bracelets have been 
found in the same area. 

“Their real value to me as an 
archaeologist, though, is how they 
contribute to the story we are put¬ 
ting together from our excavations 
on the road. 

“With all the thousands of every¬ 
day objects we have dug up, they 
are really helping to shed new light 
on the lives of prehistoric, Roman 
and Saxon people in Thanet,” Mr 
Mason said. 

The bracelets are being kept 
secure by Oxford Wessex Archae¬ 
ology until they can be declared 
treasure by the North East Kent 
Coroner. 

Dr Andrew Fitzpatrick said: “The 
gold bracelets are stunning. They 
are stand-out finds from a huge 
excavation. 

“A wealth of information has 
been recovered by everyone who 
helped, but the work is not fin¬ 
ished. 

“Now we have to study the find¬ 
ings - which is a bit like doing a jig¬ 
saw. When we have put together all 
the tiny pieces, there will be a new 
picture of the history of Kent.” 


Pfizer discovery likely 
to save lives and cash 


A BREAKTHROUGH by scientists 
at pharmaceutical giant Pfizer could 
save thousands of lives - and be 
worth up to £6 billion a year 

The company’s experimental blood- 
thinner apixaban beat its rivals in a 
race to find a way to prevent clots 
that cause strokes and deadly lung 
damage among vulnerable people. 

The news is yet another boost for 
the Sandwich plant, which is the 
billion-dollar company’s European 
base and carries out much ground¬ 
breaking research. 

Patients who took the Pfizer drug 
were 54 per cent less likely to have a 
stroke or damaging clot than those 
who took aspirin in a study of 5,600 
patients who cannot use the stan¬ 
dard therapy warfarin, researchers 
at the European Society of Cardio¬ 
logy conference in Stockholm said. 

The results leave “no competition 
for apixaban in the foreseeable 
future” for that group of patients, 
said analyst Dr Stuart Connolly, of 
the Population Health Research 
Institute. 

“You can definitely conclude that 
apixaban is going to have a marked¬ 
ly improved safety profile compared 
to warfarin,” said Dr Connolly. 

‘You can also anticipate that apix¬ 
aban is going to be at least as good as 



warfarin and probably better than 
warfarin in efficacy.” 

Pfizer is now in the market for pills 
to replace warfarin - a standard 
drug used in preventing clots - but 
one that does have side-effects. 

Developed from rat poison 65 
years ago, warfarin can cause fatal 
bleeding at high doses and leave 
patients vulnerable to clots if too 
little is given. 

Up to now, aspirin has been the 
only alternative for irregular heart¬ 
beat patients for whom warfarin is 
too risky. 

“This is a major advance for these 
patients,” Dr Connolly said. 

“The effects are really important to 
individuals, and they’re going to be 
important to society.”

SS Tenacious was on its way to Boulogne in 
France and then Portsmouth. 

The vessel was the largest wooden tall ship 
in the world built during the last century - 
and the biggest since the heyday of sail. 

Facilities 

Its onboard facilities enable people with 
physical disabilities to enjoy sailing. 

Since 2000, the ship has sailed more than 
170,000 miles, including six voyages across 
the Atlantic Ocean. 

It is operated by the Jubilee Sailing Trust 
and special facilities onboard Tenacious 
include hoists which allow wheelchair-users 
to be lifted up the masts. 

In addition, the ship’s wheel can be operat¬ 
ed by a joystick so someone with even the 
most limited mobility can steer the 206ft- 
long vessel. 

Each crew consists of roughly equal num¬ 
bers of able-bodied people and those with

physical disabilities. They share the respon¬ 
sibilities of running the ship at sea 24 hours 
a day. 

Trustee Ned Neve said: “That’s where you 
get the integration - when you really get to 
understand each other.” 

Some 8,500 people have sailed on 
Tenacious over the last decade. Mr Neve 
said: “The experience and confidence lasts 
the rest of their lives.” 

The idea for a new tall ship began in the early 
1990s when the trust’s existing tall ship, Lord 
Nelson, was proving increasingly popular. 

The trust received a £6 million grant from 
the Lottery Sports Fund, as well as dona¬ 
tions from individuals and companies. 

Groups of dedicated volunteers of mixed 
abilities took part in the building of the 
vessel between 1996 and 2000 in a specially 
set-up shipyard at Merlin Quay, Woolston, 
Southampton. 

Because it is made of Siberian larch and 
has no metal fixings, the trust says Tenacious 
could last as long as 300 years. 

Mr Neve said: “She is fulfilling her mission 
admirably well.”

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Find had to remain top-secret

A WARTIME enthusiast has 
revealed the moment he and a 
team of divers uncovered the 
secret location of a rare German 
bomber 70 years after it was shot 
down during the Battle of Britain. 

The Dornier 17, which is the only one 
known to still exist, was discovered on 
Goodwin Sands off the coast of Deal by 
pensioner John Franklin, two years after it 
was first found by the RAF. 

Its location had been kept a guarded secret 
by the RAF to keep looters at bay until it was 
ready to be raised from the seabed. 

But Gravesend resident Mr Franklin, who 
is a member of the Blenheim Society, was 
directed to the site in April by enthusiasts 
believing the wreck to be a Blenheim bomber 
from the Second World War. 

But a dive team discovered it was the 
unique Dornier 17, known as the ‘Flying 
Pencil’ due to its sleek design. 

Mr Franklin was contacted by the RAF and 
he kept the discovery a secret. 

But the RAF has now announced that the 
bomber, which was found lying on its roof, will 
be brought up and displayed in its museum 
in London as part of the Battle of Britain 
Beacon exhibition. 

Mr Franklin said: “This is the first time I’ve 
really been able to talk about it. 


“It started in April when I was sent a map 
showing what was believed to be a Blenheim 
bomber on Goodwin Sands. 

“I set up a dive team in Folkestone and 
after going down there we managed to 
determine it wasn’t what I thought. 

“I knew it wasn’t a Blenheim from the 


differences in the tail and fuselage. We did 
three or four dives, but there are problems 
with diving conditions in that area because of 
the tides - you could get washed away - so 
the team could only go down for 40-45 min¬ 
utes and the visibility was poor. 

‘We were very excited about the find. I was 


contacted by the RAF asking what I was 
doing and they explained about the discovery 
two years ago.” 

The Dornier was part of a large enemy for¬ 
mation intercepted above Deal by RAF fight¬ 
er aircraft on August 26,1940. 

The German planes were trying to launch 
an attack on airfields in Essex. 

During the interception, one of the 
Domiers, which was being flown by Flight 
Sergeant Willi Effmert, attempted a wheels- 
up landing on the Goodwin Sands. 

He touched down safely but was captured 
along with another crew member to become 
prisoners of war in Canada. 

The aircraft sank on the sands. 

Air Vice-Marshal Peter Dye, director- 
general of the RAF Museum, said its discov- 
eiy was of national and international impor¬ 
tance. 

“The aircraft is a unique and unprece¬ 
dented survivor from the Battle of Britain,” 
he said. 

“It is particularly significant because, as a 
bomber, it formed the heart of the Luftwaffe 
assault and the subsequent Blitz. 

“The Dornier will provide an evocative and 
moving exhibit that will allow the museum to 
present the wider story of the Battle of 
Britain and highlight the sacrifices made by 
the young men of both air forces and from 
many nations.” 

The RAF Museum is working with English 
Heritage and Wessex Archaeology to survey 
the wreck site. 

A recovery plan is being drawn up to pro¬ 
tect the aircraft from further damage.

Q 


Tell us a bit about yourself. 


A I’m an artist working mainly with paint. In 
the last 10 years I’ve been tiying to think of 
ways of involving the public in the making of art. 
Eveiyone has creative potential, but not many 
people have been encouraged to have a go. Like 
music or writing, painting is a language; it only 
works if eveiyone understands it. It doesn’t work 
if only a few people are allowed to participate. 


Q 


How did you start painting? 


My mother was a painter. I decided I want¬ 
ed to be an artist when I was four, although 
I didn’t get to use oil paints until I went to art 
college when I was 19. 


Q 


What is your preferred painting medium? 


A I love oil paint, because it has a wonderful 
texture and richness of colour. It is also the 
most versatile medium. It can possess the 
transparency of watercolour but can also have 
the solidity of a modelling medium. 


Q 


Who has been an inspiration to you and your work? 


A While I was at art school I was inspired by 
Braque and Juan Gris, the cubists and 
Titian for his portraits. Also, I think it was 
seeing the Tintorettos in Venice that inspired 


me to work on a large scale. Picasso has been a 
lifelong hero of mine for doing exactly what he 
wanted and not compromising. 

The most inspiring artist is my daughter, 
Lucy Somers, because she has such an unusu¬ 
al way of thinking. She always surprises me 
with her work and is a joy to work with. 


Q 


Is there a particular area you like to paint or work in? 


A I love to work in public. I feel particularly 
happy painting on boarded-up buildings. I 
enjoy the challenge of thinking of the most 
appropriate subject for the building and I love 
to watch people’s faces at the point where the 
abstract colours fall into place and create the 
illusion of depth. I think paintings should be 
seen in public and should inspire people when 
they are not expecting it.

Q Which areas of Dover and the surrounding coast lend 
themselves to art and why? 

A I’m interested in painting on Dover front 
purely because it has been so neglected, it 
makes me want to paint on it to create a feel¬ 
ing of life and colour. I think the coast lends 
itself to art because of its potential as a tourist 
destination. Visitors are necessary for our 
economy and visual attractions should be 
maximised to encourage visitors.

What advice would you give to budding artists? 


A I think it’s important to think broadly 
about where you want your art to be seen. 
Then it’s vital not to give up until you are 
doing what you want to do. 


Do you have a favourite piece you are particularly proud 
of? 

A I felt proud of a mural on a hoarding 
around the Strand pub in Deal. It was 
painted in 2009 but was removed when the 
renovations were completed. The exciting 
thing about it was that I was creating the 
design as I went along, relying totally on the 
colour to give it cohesion. What was great 
about this was that people came up to me 
afterwards and said that they were coming out 
especially to see what changes I was making 
and to see how I was going to finish it.

I What do you like to do in your free time? 


A I don’t have much free time. I have a fami¬ 
ly, I work with my husband running an art 
gallery in Deal, The Burning Bush, which 
showcases the work of local artists. I also run 
my own teaching organisation called Artlark, 
which operates from Northboume Parish Hall.

KENT’S former Labour MPs have 
thrown their weight behind the 
Miliband brothers as the siblings 
battle it out to be Labour leader.

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Cuts could force police to 
focus on crime hot-spots

TROUBLE-hit communities may 
steal bobbies from towns with 
lower crime rates once Kent Police 
learn the full extent of planned 
Government spending cuts. 

Chief Constable Ian Learmonth, pictured, 


revealed this week the county force will have 
no option but to slash 1,500 jobs if the Home 
Office removes 20 per cent of its funding - the 
equivalent of about £53 million over the next 
four years. 

He told KOS Media that every aspect of his 
budget needed to be analysed as a result, and 
it made good business sense to deploy officers 
where they were needed most. 

The decision could result in the more trou¬ 
ble-free areas like Sevenoaks losing some of 


their officers to crime hot spots such as 
Gillingham and Margate. 

Mr Learmonth also revealed the force may 
have to scrap or combine some of its six 
county divisions in an attempt to save even 
more money from the budget. 

“The decisions on where resources will be 
allocated will be based on demand and not his¬ 
torical statistics,” he said. “It’s going to be done 
in a scientific way and we will carry out the 
proper analysis to determine where we place

our resources to get the best results. 

“We would be foolish to put lots of officers 
where there isn’t the demand - it’s just busi¬ 
ness sense.” 

When asked if the plans might upset resi¬ 
dents in quieter areas who still pay the same 
level of police council tax as everyone else, Mr 
Learmonth replied: “It’s not about officers; it’s 
about level of service and everywhere in Kent 
will receive a police service.” 

Earlier this year Chancellor George Osborne 
asked ministers to draw up plans for spend¬ 
ing cuts of 25 per cent and 40 per cent, but 
the final figures will not be revealed until 
the Comprehensive Spending Review is 
published on October 20. 

Mr Learmonth revealed that although 
Kent Police had only laid out its plans 
should it receive a 20 per cent cut, it had 
also modelled for savings of 17.5 per cent 
and 25 per cent. 

‘We’ve not been given any Government 
figures at all yet,” he added. “If it turns out 
to be less than 20 per cent then that gives 
us some extra options. If it’s worse then it’s 
much easier for us to gear up than it is to 
start again from scratch. 

“But we’ve had to come up with some¬ 
thing because we can’t afford to wait. 
People were starting to speculate about jobs 
so I thought it was best to get things out 
into the open. 

“I’m hoping the cuts will turn out to be 
less than 20 per cent, but if it’s as much as 
40 per cent then that will be a huge chal¬ 
lenge for us.” 

Kent Police currently employs 3,728 offi¬ 
cers and 2,932 civilian staff including com¬ 
munity support officers. If the force loses 20 
per cent of its funding then about 1,000 
civilian and 500 police posts will be axed, 
albeit mostly through natural wastage and 
retirement. 

Mr Learmonth said the main difference 
the public would see in that scenario would 
be the probable axing of some of the exist¬ 
ing management structures - the 
six regional areas the force is currently 
split into. 

He had already hinted upon his appoint¬ 
ment in July that the number of superin¬ 
tendents and chief superintendents may be 
cut along the same lines. 

“The bedrock is neighbourhood policing 
and that’s something I want to maintain as 
much as possible,” he added. “But the pub¬ 
lic will understand that if you take £5 3m 
out of the budget then things will inevitably 
change.” 

Apart from ‘priority’ departments 
including education and the Ministry of 
Justice, all other government departments 
have been asked to draw up plans for 
spending cuts. 

Kent Police are currently in the middle of 
a huge restructuring programme, and in 
July the force announced that nearly 200 
police recruits had their places cancelled. 

“I was surprised policing didn’t get ring- 
fenced in some way, particularly when you 
consider some of the departments that 
were,” Mr Learmonth said. 

“The public have come to expect a high- 
quality police service and if you asked peo¬ 
ple what their priorities were then I’m rea¬ 
sonably confident policing would be up 
there. However, it’s right that we take our 
fair share of the cuts.” 

Meanwhile, Kent Police Authority chair¬ 
woman Ann Barnes has described the scale 
of the potential cuts as “shocking”. 

She said: “There will be hard choices to 
make but we will be as transparent and 
open as possible with regards to the deci¬ 
sions we will have to make.”

A CARNIVAL of ska was held at 
Folkestone harbour as music fans 
came out in force for the first 
Skabour festival in the town. 

Skinheads, mods and rude boys partied 
into the night, enjoying sets from more 
than a dozen acts. 

A festival official said: “The 
sun shone, the music played 
and thousands danced to 
bands and DJs per¬ 
forming on the outside 
stage as part of the free 
daytime events, which 
also included market 
stalls and a scooter 
run.” 

Evening events also 
proved popular, with 
sellout performances 
by The Beat, Ska- 
tonics, Arthur Kay 
And The Originals and 
Intensified. 

Organisers say up to 
8,000 people attended 
during the weekend and as 
much as £300,000 could have 
been spent in the town.

The event was organised by Mr Sims and 
Andi Elliott, Andy Shorten and Trevor Moss. 

Mr Moss said: “I was amazed by the 
number of people who came look¬ 
ing for an organiser to shake 
hands with and thank us for 
staging this festival. 

‘We were overwhelmed 
by the number of people 
asking if this was 
going to be an annual 
event, but also 
whether we can 
bring back the 
harbour festival and 
the air show to 
Folkestone. 

“It seems evident 
people feel the town 
lacks regular events 
and festivals they can 
enjoy and feel proud to 
be a part of. 

“If we can build on this 
year’s Skabour, we can go 
some way towards achieving 
those aspirations,” he said.

Kent's further education system needs a thorough revision, believes Gary Wright.. 



THE other week I wrote about how I 
couldn’t understand the huge pressure 
there is on 18-year-olds to get into uni¬ 
versity at any cost - including that 
£21,000 debt after three years. 

My attention has now been drawn to the scandalous 
way many 16-year-olds are being treated. Here’s a little 
publicised fact for you: did you know that almost every 
secondary school in Kent with a sixth form forbids any 
visits or input by colleges? 

That means year 11 pupils don’t really get the chance 
to see what else is on offer. The school provides its sixth 
form option and the pupil makes a choice. 

A cynic might say this is to ensure schools retain the 
funding for two more years - most college bosses would 
agree. And our children are really being let down. 

The first let down is the fact that the average sixth 
form is not particularly vocational. Nor does their one- 
size-fits-all approach to A-levels suit many. 

I know of two cases where youngsters had to choose 
four A-level subjects and were told they could drop one 
after a year. Photography A-levels were offered to 
youngsters who had no interest at all. 

So students are forced to choose the A-levels available 
rather than the ones they may wish to take. A case of 
youngsters having to fit the system rather than a sys¬ 
tem geared up to individual needs. 

But what happens if your child doesn’t meet the 
grades for sixth form? Bear in mind you are dealing 
with an individual who has geared his life and expecta¬ 
tions, driven by the school, for the next two years to a 


place in sixth form. I will illustrate this with one school: 
Norton Knatchbull in Ashford. A decent boys’ grammar 
with an above average record in pupils attaining five 
grade Cs or above at GCSE, one of the main bench¬ 
marks for schools. Knatchbull insists its sixth formers 
will need eight grade Cs or above to get in. They must 
achieve Bs in subjects they wish to take at A-level and 
a minimum of Cs in English and maths. 

In one case this year a pupil has managed only a D in 
maths and has been told two days before term begins 
that there is no place for him because the sixth form 
‘could be filled twice over”. 

He was never warned about this, so a week after 
learning his results has begun the search for a college 
place. And the school admits it doesn’t allow colleges to 
access its pupils. Additionally, when it was accused by 
his parents of casting someone aside because his exam 
results were a little low, the master agreed. 

To me this is more worrying than the way pupils are 
forced through an academic system which results in a 
£20,000 debt for what in many cases is a useless degree. 

So, the warning for all GCSE pupils and their parents 
is clear: take a look at what colleges can offer and do not 
assume sixth form is best. 

I believe it’s the fault of the system that has evolved 
and a teaching staff geared up to retaining their income 
rather than what’s best for their students. Either they 
know it’s failing the students and they can’t be bothered 
to change it, or they are so out of touch that they don’t 
recognise how badly they are letting youngsters down. 

Colleges must be allowed access to our secondaiy 
schools - and schools must do more for those individu¬ 
als who fall below their predicted results.

What 
I explained was that we would, of 
course, be looking for an investor 
who would share our objectives and 
vision of where we want to take the 
port business. However, we will not 
even look at potential investors 
until the minister has made a deci¬ 
sion on whether or not he is mind¬ 
ed to approve our scheme. 

Privatisation would release the 
shackles of our Trust Port status 
which prevents us from both 
expanding the business and bor¬ 
rowing to deliver significant addi¬ 
tional port capacity when needed.

IF you want to stay on top in busi¬ 
ness today it’s crucial to master the 
modem skill of networking. 

These are the reasons why networking has 
become so important to small businesses: 

1. Networking is seen in this current financial 
climate as low or no-cost marketing. 

2. Networking is seen as the opposite to hard¬ 
sell and cold-calling. 

3. Networking is seen as a ‘social’, more com¬ 
fortable or easier way to gain customers, with¬ 
out having to sell or be sold to. 

But there’s a problem with that: 

1. Networking isn’t cheap. 

2. Without skill, networking is random and 
produces random results. 

3. Without a clear strategy and the skills to 
back it up, networking produces a lame bit of 
PR of questionable value. 

More mature professionals are often quite 
comfortable socialising. They enjoy it, even. 
But the rules have ALL changed. 

My father was a Rotarian for 44 years. He 
would have shuddered at the thought of ‘sell¬ 
ing’ to his club colleagues, and yet, in his day, 
they all bought from each other. The loyalty 
was staggering. Not any more. 

Networking is, to put it politely, a free-for-all. 
(Virtually) anyone can turn up, and sometimes 
the competition is fierce! 

Standing out is the first hurdle. What every 
networker wants to ensure is that they get 
noticed and remembered. And if you’re just one 
of 27 grey suits, how do you make that happen? 

How can you leave the meeting having made 
a lasting impression? How can you ensure that 
in the crowd, when they think, ‘Oh, there’s that 
great accountant I met’, yours will be the

name that springs to mind? 

Your name and the name of your business need 
to be front of mind when people think ‘account¬ 
ant’; just like everyone chants McDonald’s, when 
they think fast food or burgers. 

So how can you and your business achieve this 
pole position? It’s all about influence. 

We used to call it ‘selling’. Now, we’re more 
sophisticated and we call it ‘influencing’. 

Building profitable relationships in business is 
down to one thing: your ability to influence the 
other person. It always has been. It’s just that 
now, the psychology around it has changed. 

We need a consistent system. These are the 
stages of the process. When you get them right, 
profits flow as a consequence. When you get them 
wrong, there’s often a great deal of disappoint¬ 
ment and a dent to the bank balance. 

• Preparation. 

• Entering the room. 

• Shaking hands. 

• What to talk about. 

• What to say. 

• How to listen. 

• How to identify who has potential to buy or 
refer. 


• How to get into a rapport - with anyone. 

• How to match the conversational style and 
needs of the other person. 

• How to influence without overtly selling. 

• How to identify those people with whom a 
profitable relationship is most likely to be built. 

• How to avoid the seven cardinal sins of net¬ 
working. 

• Understanding the rules of the game and 
checking that they do too. 

Which brings me to the best-kept secret of face- 
to-face networking: online follow-up - the way to 
multiply results and make more money. 

Exactly how and when you follow up your ini¬ 
tial meeting is crucial. Your follow-up email or 
phone call can make or break the relationship. 

Send them a salesy email and they’ll hate you 
for it. Offer to help or ask a great question and 
they’ll pay more attention and like you more.

COACH companies have enjoyed 
something of a boost thanks to the 
recession, volcanic ash clouds and people’s 
renewed interest in holidaying in the UK.

“A lot of people think when they’re given 
the price for coach hire it’s quite high, but 
when you divide it down by 50 people, it’s 
actually quite reasonable.

ELVEY Farm is a medieval 
farmhouse in a magical setting 
in the village of Pluckley and a 
visit there is like stepping back 
in time, writes Nick Ames. 

Meridian TV’s Jeff Moody is the 
man behind one of the county’s top 
venues when it comes to stylish din¬ 
ing and last Christmas opened the 
restaurant. 

Since then Jeff and his partner 
Simon have been amazed at the 
number of people who come to eat at 
their restaurant. 

“We see so many familiar faces,” 
said Jeff. “Some people come back 
week after week, which is lovely 
because you get to know them.” 

The restaurant is in a 16th-century 
bam and enjoys a wealth of period 
features and views over the fields. 

Specialising in old-fashioned 
Kentish recipes, it showcases some of 
the best local dishes. 

The kitchen has also resurrected 
some old classics, such as game meat¬ 
balls, and apple and cobnut pudding, 
and these sit comfortably alongside 
modem alternatives such as salmon 
and prawn terrine. 

Chefs have created a dish called A 



Taste of Kent, which includes hop- 
picker’s pie, hunter’s pie and venison 
and chestnut casserole. 

Staff have tracked down many of 
the old recipes to create tmly unique 
food such as a watercress lady’s 
lunch and thresher flan. 

Gypsy tart is also a current 
favourite on the menu as a dessert. 

Jeff said he wanted a new chal¬ 
lenge and the chance to be his own 
boss after years as a TV reporter. 

He said: “Being independent has 
given us the chance to experiment 


and ensure that we keep to local 
recipes and produce. 

“Our motto is ‘Kentish to the Core’ 
and that includes making sure even 
the soap is made locally. 

“We think it’s extremely important 
to do this. Our meat comes from a 
farm just down the road in Smarden 
and our fish is caught off Hythe. 

“The Old Kentish recipes are all 
faithful recreations alongside our 
own creations. 

“For instance, the watercress lady’s 
lunch is in honour of a local ghost - 
an elderly lady who smoked a pipe 
and drank gin, but set herself on fire 
and then drowned after jumping into 
a stream to try and put the fire out. 

“It’s a duck breast salad with 
juniper berries and marinated in gin. 
This is just one of the advantages of 
being an independent business. We 
can try out different things and 
express ourselves.” 

Jeff added that he was very happy 
in his role as a restauranteur and 
guesthouse owner.

WHAT’S the most important part 
of your new car? Miles to the gal¬ 
lon, resale value, CD system? 

No. If you intend to drive any distance, com¬ 
fortable, supportive seating is number one. 

After 30-odd years of driving, I’ve lost count 
of the back trouble I’ve suffered due directly 
to rubbish seating in cars. 

For me it’s top priority and drivers who suf¬ 
fer the same problem should remember it as 
they sign the cheque for their shiny new motor. 

So, the only thing I was going to criticise 
about the Hyundai Santa Fe was the driver’s 
seat: electrically adjustable, leather, heated, 
so it should have been easy to get comfortable. 

But it wasn’t. I needed more lumbar sup¬ 
port and cussed it a few times until the eighth 
day (and almost 900 miles later), as I pre¬ 
pared to return it to Hyundai, I discovered - 
conveniently placed on the side of the seat - 
two buttons... to alter lumbar support. 

How I missed it I will never know. Perhaps 
it was the fact that it was loaned for a week- 
long holiday in Norfolk and I was on my way 
within hours of taking delivery. 

But I can confirm that for the final few 
miles in my stewardship the seat was finally 
comfortable, perhaps it could have done with 
a fraction more side support when taking 
bends, but it would be churlish to complain. 

So, the Santa Fe is a fine 4x4, good-looking 
in the same way Merc off-roaders manage 
and - I’ll whisper this - it’s a bargain. 

Ignore the green anti 4x4 brigade and con¬ 
sider the Santa Fe - a good-looking estate car 
with stacks of space and rugged 4x4 when the 
going gets tough. 

Hyundai provided a top-spec CRD with 
seven leather-trimmed seats and a smooth

six-speed auto box, which lists at £25,705. 

Its 194bhp 2.2 litre diesel actually feels 
much bigger and, even with auto, she’ll tow 
2,000kg. 

The lower spec Style starts at just over 
£21,620, so we are talking value here. 

The green dashboard ECO light comes on 
when you’re driving sensibly, 2,000 rpm 
means about 70 in 6th, so mid 30mpg is easy. 

It feels as familiar as a Ford Fiesta to drive, 
and despite the size, is easy to manoeuvre. 
The indicator and wiper stalks are on the 
‘wrong 5 side, like old Japanese cars, as is the 
South Korean way, but you soon get used to it. 

The seven-seat option was perfect for a 
week’s holiday with three teenagers. On the 
journey to Norfolk they sat in the back, and 
the load compartment swallowed enough lug¬ 
gage for the trip and the self-levelling suspen¬ 
sion kept the whole car in shape. 

In Norfolk I spent a lot of time on country 
roads doing 30-50 mph. It’s not a sports car and 


I wouldn’t drive it as such. She rolled a bit more 
in comers than a saloon or estate but slow in 
accelerate out on bends meant swift progress 
with a minimum of passenger discomfort. 

The Santa Fe has specific MP3 and iPod 
sockets to play through the decent stereo, 
which forms part of a neat, tidy dash, bathed 
in blue light, which I like. 

Will she off-road? Yes, I think so. A couple of 
passing places in narrow lanes had me wel¬ 
coming the electrically folding door mirrors 
and I had a couple of the wheels ‘off-road’. 

I discovered you could turn off the ESP and 
engage the diff lock to get muddy but I didn’t 


need to. The biggest benefit though for my 
return to Kent and its terrible road surfaces 
was the sensibly profiled road tyres on hand¬ 
some alloys. No pothole fears with this baby. 

The likes of Kia and Hyundai have come on 
massively in the past 10 years and they make 
cracking motors now that compete with the 
best and with their gold-plated warranties 
they are now world bestsellers. Enough said. 

My tip would be choose according to your 
dealer. Many are brilliant, some may not be, 
so ask around and tmst your instinct.

Cruising done properly

Documentary-style thriller can't 
exorcise sense of the ridiculous

FILMED in the faux documentary 
style, popularised by The Blair 
Witch Project and Paranormal 
Activity, The Last Exorcism follows 
a fourth generation evangelical 
preacher as he attempts to expose 
exorcism as pure bunkum. 

With a camera crew conveniently behind 
him to capture every bump in the night, the 
man of God instead comes face to face with 
pure evil and perhaps the one bona fide case of 
demonic possession in his career. 

Director Daniel Stamm attempts to create 
the illusion of reality by allowing the cast to 
improvise around a loose narrative frame¬ 
work, and many of the actors play characters 
with the same Christian names. 

However, Huck Botko and Andrew 
Gurland’s underlying script increasingly 
strains credibility and the camera has a knack 
of pointing in the right direction to capture 
vital parts of the narrative, when there should 
be some events which bypass the lens entirely. 

The Last Exorcism opens in Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana, where Reverend Cotton Marcus 
(Patrick Fabian) tends to his flock. 

Pressed into service at an early age, Cotton 
followed in the clerical footsteps of his father 
John (John Wright Jr), praising the Lord to his 
faithful believers, his wife Shanna (Shanna 
Forrestall) and son Justin (Justin Shaffer). 

The holy man has slowly lost his faith and 
has decided to expose the smoke and mirrors 
he uses to conduct fake exorcisms. 

So he travels to Ivanwood with director Iris 
(Iris Bahr) and her cameraman to meet 
farmer Louis Sweetzer (Louis Herthum), who 
believes that his daughter Nell (Ashley Bell) is 
possessed by the dark side. 

Cotton conducts the fake exorcism, and both 
Louis and Nell believe the evil spirit has been 
purged from her body. 

Soon after, events spiral out of control and

Cotton is forced to return to the Sweetzer 
homestead with the camera crew to consider 
the possibility that Nell might be under the 
influence of a demon after all. 

“I’m not comfortable that we’re in a house 
with a girl who is drawing pictures of me with 
my head chopped off,” says the cameraman, 
speaking for us all. 

The Last Exorcism is well made and night 
time scenes are particularly effective, cap¬ 
tured in the light fixed on top of the camera 
which swoops back and forth, looking for fig¬ 


ures in the all-enveloping darkness. 

Fabian is an engaging central protagonist 
and by the end of the film, Bell has staring life¬ 
less into the camera down to an art form. 

If Stamm’s film is anchored in reality, it cuts 
itself free for the overblown resolution, which 
attempts to give credence to the disturbing 
images in Nell’s drawings. 

Crucially, if this was a real documentary 
made on the Sweetzer estate, then the final 
frames logically suggest the footage would 
never see the light of a brand new day.

Peugeot finally gives table 
a thump with new 5008 


THERE probably isn’t a lot of 
Gallic shoulder-shrugging and 
table thumping at Peugeot. 

But the ‘quiet man’ of the French motor 
industry has waved its arms around lately 
with: a Nissan Qashqai riposte (3008), a stun¬ 
ning rival to the Audi TT (RCZ Coupe), a super¬ 
car concept and plans to take the ‘Lion Brand’ 
from NolO to No7 in global production volumes 
within five years by launching 14 new models. 

Oh, and it just did an about face and 
launched a proper people carrier and it’s one of 
the best - the seven-seat 5008 (from £17,495). 

Marketed as “Enjoyed by families - loved by 
drivers” it mostly gets away with it too, 
although any MPV is bound to stretch the 
latter point and the 5008 is outclassed by a 
Ford S-Max on a winding rural road, but the 
Ford can’t match the Peugeot’s ride quality, so 
it comes down to personal preference. 

The executive class cabin features exemplary 
fit and finish - Peugeot has raised its game 
here lately - plus the vital versatility that 
MPV buyers demand. 

The 5008 has good individual seating for 
seven or multiple permutations - helped by the

sliding mechanism on the three second row 
chairs - and with all five rear seats capable of 
folding flat for van duties. 

Rarely for this sector, the rearmost pair 
also takes adults rather than being restricted 
to passengers who keep asking Dad “are we 
there yet?” when he’s already ratty from hav¬ 
ing to buy an MPV. 

Not surprisingly, the flagship Exclusive 
spec test car with a 1.6-litre HDi llObhp 
diesel helped first impressions with its 
full-length panoramic roof plus powered 
sunblind and head-up display showing speed 
and a distance alert for the car in front 
reflected in your sight line. 

However, the test car’s six-speed EGC (elec¬ 
tronic gearbox controlled) transmission had me 
in two minds - much the same can be said for 
the device itself. 

On paper, this clutchless manual delivers 
better and greener performance than the 
manual for just £400, but the fully auto 
changes are jerky and erratic. Buy it if you 
mostly prefer manual changes and would use 
auto only in town traffic - don’t buy if you 
habitually drive an automatic because it won’t 
be smooth enough in most situations.

Construction slowdown 
bad news for builders 


A NOTED fall in construction orders in 
recent weeks is bad news for the indus¬ 
try, the Federation of Master Builders 
(FMB) has said. 

Recent reports say seven per cent more 
surveyors have reported a fall in total 
construction workloads during the sum¬ 
mer. 

Figures from the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors found public hous¬ 
ing and other municipal works were the 
worst-affected sectors, probably as a 
result of cuts in government spending. 

Additionally, the latest Markit/CIPS 
Construction Purchasing Managers’ 
Index shows UK construction activity 
slowed to its weakest level in four 
months in July. 

Brian Berry, director of external affairs 
at the FMB, said: “Sadly, none of this is a 
total surprise as it reflects the feedback 
we have been getting from our members 
about the building industry suffering 
because there is less government money 
available for capital projects.” 

However, he went on to say that the 
Government’s green deal, which will see 
26 million homes refitted, could poten¬ 
tially offer new job opportunities. 

Mortgage rise fails to 
turn market forecast 

THE number of mortgages being grant¬ 
ed is up on the month - but down on the 
same period last year. 

But it has led to some reports the hous¬ 
ing market is heading for a double dip 
recession after it was revealed that the 
lending figure was the second lowest 
ever, compared with payments. 

Gross mortgage lending increased by 
five per cent, to £13.6 billion, in July - up 
from the £12.9 billion seen in June, but 
lower than the £14 billion in July, 2009. 

CML economist Paul Samter said it is 
difficult to see any particular speed 
being injected into the market for the 
rest of the year, with low lending and 
transaction levels dragging things down. 

“But for most home owners, the situa¬ 
tion is not that bleak,” he said. “The vast 
majority of households continue to pay 
their mortgages in full every month, and 
many have benefited from the record low 
interest rates.” 

The margin between mortgage rates 
and the cost of funding to lenders 
through the swap rate market is at an 
all-time high, research from Moneyfacts 
recently suggested. 



Buyers choose comfort 
over green technology

A SURVEY of estate agents has 
revealed the kind of features that 
homebuyers look for when choos¬ 
ing a new home.

In this age of green living, when recycling 
and global warming are at the forefront of the 
news, features such as solar panels and views 
of eco-friendly wind turbines etc were consid¬ 
ered the least appealing, whereas enhance¬ 
ments such as conservatories came out on top. 

The research was conducted on behalf of 
Specflue, a UK supplier of flue, stove and 
chimney products, and asked experts what 
makes a property appealing to potential pur¬ 
chasers. 

More than 80 per cent of estate agents rated 
a conservatory as the feature most likely to 
appeal to a purchaser, in comparison to solar 
panels and wind turbines only scoring 14 per 
cent and three per cent respectively. 

Gemma Collins, spokeswoman for Elephant 
Windows in Kent, said: “I am not overly 
shocked by these results, as although the prop¬ 
erty market is currently on a rollercoaster ride 
and finances are uncertain with the ever loom¬ 
ing effects of the recession, our sales in conser¬ 
vatories have almost doubled. 

“What once could have been named the ulti¬ 
mate luxury within a household has now 
become affordable and can actually add thou¬ 
sands of pounds to the price of a property, 
especially as there are now products such as 
A-Rated windows. 

“These types of windows can lower the loss 
of thermal heat that leaks through building 
fabric, thus fulfilling its environmentally 
friendly role to reassure the consumer, whilst 
still looking aesthetically pleasing to the eye.”

The results of the survey also indicated lux¬ 
ury additions such as wood-burning stoves 
and wet rooms are among the top priorities 
when looking for a new home. 

Peter Maskell, managing director of Brock 
Taylor Estate Agents, added: “These findings 
clearly show the features that appeal to poten¬ 
tial purchasers. People’s tastes have become 
considerably more sophisticated over the last 
10 years and buyers now search the market¬ 
place with a specific wish list in mind.” 



Check home insurance small print 


HOMEOWNERS should talk to an insurance 
provider before taking out home insurance, in 
case they are unaware of some clauses which 
affect the outcomes of deals, say experts. 

The British Insurance Brokers’ Association 
(BIBA) says it is concerned that many people 
are unaware that home insurance policies 
have differing occupancy clauses, which gener¬ 
ally sets a maximum number of days that you 
are allowed to leave a property empty. 

BIBA technical and corporate affairs execu¬ 
tive Graeme Trudgill explained that home- 


owners need to take advice on what they will 
be required to do if they intend on exceeding 
this occupancy clause. 

He said: “Lots of people don’t get advice. 
They just go online, find the cheapest thing 
and click ‘buy 5 . 

“BIBA are concerned that people are just 
buying online without reading the terms.” 

His comments follow the publication of data 
earlier this year, suggesting that uninsured 
victims of burglary face an annual bill of £200 
million.
